The Post-Dispatch crusade against 
grocers and butchers who give short 
weights having attracted the attention 
of the Department of Labor and Com- 
merce at Washington, Louis A. Fisher, 
acting director of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, incloses in a letter which reached 
the Post-Dispatch Thursday what he 
op to be a model ordinance. 

r. Fisher's letter says, in part: 

We have noticed from news- 
paper clippings: received at this 
bureau that your paper has been 
devoting considerable space re- 
cently to the question of short 
weights and measures of various 
commodities delivered by mer- 

chants of St. Louis. 3 

We gather from these, clip- 
pings that some changes in the 
present weights and measures or- 
dinances of your city is deemed 
necessary in order to suppress 
more thoroughly fraudulent prac- 
tices now more or less in vogue.

We hope that these suggestions 
will be found of some assistance 
in obtaining a more efficient in- 
spectfon service, and that you will 
not fail to call upon us if we 
can be of any further service to 
you in this matter.

A provision of the model ordinance 
on which Mr. Fischer lays emphasis 
ie that the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall be chosen by civil 
service regulation whenever possible, 
and that his deputies should be pro- 
tected in the same way. The term of 
office, he thinks, should be not less 
than two years. 

The inspectors have under this or- 
finance the power to reweigh pack- 
ages and other a “‘cles, and are re- 
quired to make a i.. “e thorough in- 
spection than is at present rt toe 
‘or in St. Louis. 

The inspectors and weighers sniete 
work on a salary basis, Mr. Fisher 
thinks, not for fees. The fee system, 
1¢ maintains, is an unjust tax on the 
nerchant whose apparatus is tested, 
ince the customer receives the advan. 
age of the protection afforded. 

Mr. Fischer points out that if the 
ealer must depend on the merchants 
or his support, he ts not likely to take 
4tion against them and thus create 
wejudice against himself. There is the

In an interview 
on feminine fashions with a Postt-Dis- 
patch reporter, the Archbishop strongly 
intimated that personally he thought 
the hobble gown was all right, but.

ments he was goings to keep whatever 
opinions he had on the gown strictly: 
to himself. . ; 

The occasion for the brief fashion ir:- 
terview with Archbishop Glennon wiis 
a news dispatch from Rome, throuzh 
London, announcing that Pope Pius X 
had requested all bishops to publish 
pastoral letters disapproving the ‘pre- 
vailing feminine fashions. The dispstch 
contained the reported inférmation that 
bishops had already done so at Milan, 
Turin and Venice. 

“At those places,’’ the dispatch read, 
“the priests are denouncing in the 
cnurches the ‘scandalous ~attire’ in 
which women have been ee in 
public.’’ 

‘The Archbishop scanned the dispattch 
and then read it aloud. 

Criticizes the Writer. 

“That does not sound as well as it 
ought to, does it? He sends these proc- 
lamations out so often that -realky he 
ought to get.them up better tham tthis,’’ 
said his Grace. 

“The Vatican?’ 

“Oh, -no,’--returned -the Archhtishop, 
“the correspondent. He sends them out 
at regular intervals. I don't think he 
takes the Vatican into his confidence. 
His output lately has been very ‘poor. 

“What is your own opinion of the 
prevailing feminine: fashions?” was 
asked.

FRIDAY MORNING 


Weather Forecaster Predicts 
Cold Weather From Pacific 
Ocean Disturbances. 


It will be 18 degrees cooler in St. Louis 
at 7 o'clock Friday morning than it wag 
at the same hour Thursday, according 
to Local Forecast Official Hayes. 

In other words, it will be the differ- 
ence between 78 degrees and 60. 

This comes in answer to a general 
forecast issued last Sunday by the 
United States Weather Bureau at Wash- 
ington, which claims to make goed more 
‘than 88 per cent’ of its predictions. 

This decided change, which will em- 
brace practically the whole country .be- 
}fore the week is over, is coming about 
through stormy weather in the North- 
ern Pacific Ocean. 

A week ago.the central bureau at 

| Washington received word from Nome 
and several other Alaskan stations, as 
well as wireless reports from ships at 
sea, about weather disturbances, and 
at once prepared for the change. 
The West and Northwest are already 
feeling it. In Wyoming, Montana, North 
and South Dakota it was below the 
freezing point Thursday morning, and in 
Western Nebraska there was. a frost 
keener than that which William Jen- 
nings Bryan experienced lately. 

In St. Louis it- was 78 degrees Thurs- 
day morning—4 degrees higher than it 
was Wednesday. The maximum 
Wednesday was. 9%, 

In Kansas City, Thursday, it. was 62 
degrees—a fall of l4. 

There was rain in Minnesota, and in 
Iowa the temperature ranged from #0 
to 50 degrees, 

The St. Louis prediction was, ‘Fair 
and decidedly cooler weather Thurs- 
day night and Friday; westerly winds,”

Wounded Man Puzzles 
Detectives. By Partial 
Identification of One 
Man, and Positively 
Names Another. 


Identification, by means of which 
thousands of men have been con- 
vieted of crime .and sent to prison, 
is playing peculiar pranks in the case 
of John Karner, who is at the City 
‘Hospital, thought to be dying from 
the wound of a highwayman’s bullet. 
The case is such a startling example 
of its kind that it has revived the 
oft-repeated question as to whether 
there can be such a thing as “positive 
identification,” a term frequently used 
by the police.

Detective Recalls Suspect. 
Detective Bart Keaney, after hearing

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ATTEMPT TO GRAB $1,000,000 
INDIAN SCHOOL UNDER INQUIRY

Investigating Committee Hears 
Building and Land Was Depre- 


ciated at Capital. 


PAWHUSKA, OK., Aug. 2.—An at- 
tempt in which it was alleged land 
grabbers sought to gain possession of 
the $1,000,000 Government Indian school 
at Chilocco, in Northern Oklahoma, near 
the Kansas State line, today was laid 
before the Congressional Committee 
which is investigating Indian land con- 
tracts. 

The school comprises numerous stone 
buildings and 8000 acres of land, and is 
open to all Indian children except those 
of what are known as the five civilized 
tribes in this State. The land is valued 
by the officials at $400,000, and the buiid- 
ings at $600,000. Representations had 
been made at Washington that the build- 
ings were dilapidated, the farm lands of 
little value and that Indians refused to 
send their children to. the school, it was 
said. 

The committee, headed by Represen- 
tative Charles H. Burke, chairman of 
the House Committee on Indian Affairs, 
madg a thorough inspection of the place. 
The equipment was said to be in ex- 
cellent condition and the farm land 
among the best in the State. For the 
Government to close up the institution 
and sell the land would be to rob the 
Indians of one of their chief sources of 
education, sald an official. The land 
grabbers have had agents working at 
Washington in an effort to get the Gov- 
ernment: to sell the property for prac- 
tleally nothing.

‘mewspapers all over the country are duplicated 


almost daily in »ghe lives of people so obscure 


that. not much attention is paid to them. After 
‘the facts are once stated, they are forgotten, as 


soon as the “cases” are disposed of by the police 
and the courts, : 

In two of these recent “cases” in St. Louis the 
motive of the tragedy in the humblest life of 
the city belongs fully to “high tragedy,” as 
Shakspeare understood it. Two young women, 
leading lives of impulse, reached the point where 
they were “appalled,” im the Shakspearean sense.

Courts of law have seldom given more qmaz- 
ing- proof of subserviency to wealth and social 
influence than was declared in the Cudahy qi- 
voree suit in Kansas City.

The 
St. Louls Globe-Democrat takes a very 
grave view of their downfall, saying 
that President Taft “would have as 
little excuse for wishing to have the 
Republican members of the House de- 
pose Mr. Cannon as President Lincoln 
would have had to remove Grant in the 
summer of 1864." That is a comparti- 
son which may strike thé country as 
fantastic; it certainly strikes us so. But, 
according to the St. Louis paper: 

“Tf the Republican party should de- 
cree the effacement of such chieftains 
as Messrs. Cannon and Aldrich in this 
crisis of the party's life, the flag of his- 
torical Republicanism would have to be 
hauled down, and another name, anoth- 
er creed and other ideals and aspira- 
tions would have to be adopted.” 

The important thing to know is how 
widespread in the Republican party is 
the Globe-Democrat’s view of the sit- 
vation. The insurgents have naturally 
drawn public attention more than, the 
admirers of the stand-pat leaders, who 
have come down to us from a former 
generation. But is there, im reality, any 
considerable sentiment within. the Re- 
publican party like that voiced by the 
Western journal?

Pacific Coast Star Forces 
Five-Time Champion to 
Limit in Challenge Bout. 





NEWPORT, R. I. Aug. 2%.—William 
A. Larned, for the last five years win- 
ner of the American tennis champion- 
ehip, successfully defended his 
title again, Thomas Bundy of Los Ar- 
geles being his opponent. Bundy was 
the challenger by virtue of his victor; 
here in the final of the all-comers’ 


tournament against Beals C. Wright. 

It took Larned five sets to annex th<

i ®, W. MMener, the oro- 
fessor of botany at the fa- 
mous forestry school at 
Tharandt, near Dresden, 
has made an _ interesting 
study of the custom of 
Messor berbarus, a com- 
mon ant (in Dalmatia, for 
instance), which is at ‘once 

leaf-cutter and a seed- 
gatherer: 

‘f‘Neger noticed that 
most of the seeds (of Legu- 
minosae in particular) 
were allowed to begin to 
germinate before the ants 
put them out to dry, and 
he suggests that this is to 
burst the seedcoats. But 
the germination is not al- 
lowed to go far enough to 
ferment the starch into 
maltose and dextrin. When 
the seeds are thoroughly 
dry and dead, they are 
taken back to the nest and 
chewed into adough. This 
is baked in the sun into 
minute biscuits, which are

After reaching the convention he 
found that Tom L. Cannon, secretary 
of the St. Louis Cenventions Bureau, 
was there with an urgent invitation. 
The result was that the invitation was 
accepted, and that the entertainment 
and finance problem was thrown on the 
local auto organization. 


Will Be a Great Strain. 
"I guess we will manage to raise 


the money,” said Capen Thursday, 
“as we have found it possible to sell 
space in the Coliseum: to exhibitors 
of various roadmaking appliances. 
But it will be a strain, and personally 
I hope I shall not have a job of this 
sort thrown on my hands again 
soon.” 

Secretary Cannon of the bureau 
said Thursday that he understood the

"With more than # cenventions still 
to come here this year,” said Cnnon,
